A RALEIGHITEIN EVUnorz.— We have 
been permitted to publish the following 
extract from a letter recently received 
from a young naval officer ot this city, 
now serving in the European Squadron : 

Capiz, Spain, Oct. 28th, 1872. 


* * * Wearrived here from Lis- 
bon last Weduesday. I have seen Cadiz 
and Seville and of the latter place there 
is much to be said. Cadiz is an old 
town, the oldest in Europe, I believe 
(1,100 B. C.,) and is built aud located 
in u peculiar manner. The streets are 
very narrow and Spanish, and the houses 
look angular and odd, The town is at 
the extremity of a long strip of land, 
which runs out into the sea for a dis- 
tance of some fifteen miles; this strip 
takes a crescent shape and thus forias 
the harbor, The Cathedral here in 
Cadiz is a very fine one, but to my un- 
educated taste, there is too much green 
in the windows. The women of Cadiz 
are too well mentioned by Byron to need 
further comment; Spaniards are gene 
rally handsome but the Cadizians are 
more so than usual. 

The road trom Cadiz to Sevillia is 
ninety-four miles and three dollars aud 
a half long—tirst class. Immediately 
alter leaving Cadiz the road passes 
through a salt-marsi. It is alow place 
On the sea shore where salt is collected 
in little pools; the salt is piled out in 
the open air in the form of a pyramid ; 
these pyramids are some 50 or 60 tect 
high, and contain about teu thousand 
barrels of salt. There are hundreds of 
these piles of salt near Cadiz, and at a 
distance they look like huge army tents 
—nearer they resemble piles of snow. 
The rain seems to combine and torm a 
crust and the inner salt is kept pure and 
white. 

_ Tbe road passes through a very de- 
lightful portion of Andalusia, and the 
ride is extremely interesting. Every- 
tl ng—the people, the houses, the mules, 
&c., looks Spanish, just as you would 
Imagine it ought to look. The men 
wear large sombriros, red sashes, spurs, 
Le. The houses are usually low and 
yellow, surrounded by walls, and the 
mules are covered with bells and large 
saddles and much taggery. 

Juriz or Keris is the largest place be- 
tween the two cities. It is here that all 
real sherry is made, since Aeris means 
she. ry or sherry means Aeris. In French 
it is the same, Keris. I got out and 
took a drink, for it would never do to 
go by such a place without enjoying the 
urticle that gives the place reputation. 
One would as soon stop a week at Dar- 
hams and not smoke. Tue country 
around Jerez isa very beautiful grape 
region, and at this time the grapes are 
in profusion. While in Seville, we stop- 
ped at the Fauda de Madrid, a good 
hotel near the centre of the city. The 


Cadiz, and the only shade trees to be 
seen are orange trees, das nurangas. 
These are all over the city, large public 
squares are filled with them, and they 
ure, ut this season, all loaded with fruit. 
Byron goes into raptures over the Seville 
ladies and oranges. 

The chiet places to be seen in Seville 
are the Aicagar, the Palais du Duc de 
Montpensier, the Cathedral, the Museum 
and the Tobacco Factory. Thi latter 
is a government concern, and employs 
seven thousand and = four hundred 
women; some of them are lovely, but, 
of Course, Working at cigar or cigarette 
making, is not calculated to add to 
their charms, The Alcagar is} one of 
the few Moorish Palaces in good order 
at this time; immense sums have been 
expended to keep it intact, and to-day 
itis perhaps the most interesting Palace 
in Europe. The paintings and mosaics 
ure as bright as they were when the 
Arab King surrendered Seville to the 
Spaniard. In this Palace is the room 
occupied by Christopher Columbus, 
when he was the guest of Ferdinand 
and Isabella, and also the little room 
where he daily had mass performed for 
the success ot his undertaking. One’s 
leelings on entering the room, which 
the discoverer of his Country used to 
frequent, wien that Country was un- 
known, can well be imagined. The room 
is as sound now as it was then. Over 
every door and entrance of the Alcagar 
is the superscriptionin Arab, “God is 
great and Mahomet is his Prophet.” 
There is a fine garden with a wonderful 
labyrinth, like the one at Hampton 
Court. Inthe Selon des Anbassadeurs 
(we had ea French guide,) there is blood 
onthe marble floor which came from 
the neck of Don Frederick, when his 
brother Don Pedro, the crue!, had him 
beheaded in his presence * * * *

The verdict was greeted with vocite 
rous and long continued applause by 
ne large number of spectators who hac 
assembled in the Court-room to awaii 
the closing scenes of this famous tra! 
After his acquittal the accused came 
out of the prisoner’s box, and received 
the congratulations of many friends 
immediately hastened towards 
him. These formed an escort of hono. 
ind conducted him to Reid’s Hotel, 
where he supped, and was afterward: 
iriven to Manassas, in company wiih 
your reporter, 
FEWELL’S ACCOUNT OF THE HOMICIDE. 


During the ride he conversed wit h- 
vut reserve upcn his movements before 
and after the homicide, and stated that 
instead of lurking along the by-ways, 
as Was asserted by the prosecution, he 
had come by the most public route from 
Bristoe Station to Brentsville on the 
morning of the shooting, twice stop- 
ping to talk with friends that he met, 
to one of whom he communicated his 
tell design. Arriving at the jail he 
found the door open, entered and walk- 
ed up stairs to the debtors’ cell where 
he had been infermed Clark was con- 
fined. Not finding him bere he in- 
quired of the occupant of the room, a 
small colored boy, who advised him 
where his victim was. Retracing his 
steps he went to the door of the front 
cell on the ‘lower floor, where be found 
Clark reclining upon his couch in the 
corner, fired. 

Atter the report of the pistol, he said. 
be saw lint fly from the shoulder ot 
Clark’s shirt, and as he jumped up and 
ran to the right-hand corner of the 
room he perceived a little blood trick- 
ling down trom his shoulder. The 
apartment is small. ten by ten, and the 
door is so constructed and placed with 
reference to the room thut the assailed 
can in no part of it find protection 
agaipst the assailant’s bullets, hence, as 
Fewell was armed with two revolvers, 
it became a mere question of time how 
soon Clark would fall. Fewel asserted 
that while he was firing the prisoner 
made desperate attempts to defend him 
self, by first endeavoring to grasp the 
pistol, which he succeeded in doing. 
and then trying to wrench it from him; 
when he tound this to be impossible, he 
Jumped to a table in the centre of the 
room and catching a lamp and salt cel- 
lar hurled them at him through the 
grated door. 

Mr. Fewell further stated that after 
he tired the last shot he walked delibe 
rately out of the jail door and turned in 
the direction of a little belt of pines, in 
rear of the court “green;” reaching 
this cover he stopped and reloaded his 
pistols, and then returned io Brents- 
ville, passing immediately by the jail. 
Here he saw a carriage, driven by Mr. 
Varnes, of Manasses, in which he took 
a seat, and the vehicle started, but be 
lore it had gone fiity yards some part 
of the harness broke, he got out and as- 
sisted in repairing it. Fully fitteen 
minutes, he said, were consumed be- 
tore they finally drove off, during which 
time persons were continually passing, 
none of whom offered to arrest him. He 
assured me that he could have esca 

at any time during his incarceration, 
and to confirm his statemeut told me 
the jail was so insecure that frequently 
during the night be would take off his 
shoes, raise the door of his cell from its 
hinges and walk in the passage.
